The hearing by Commissioner Coles 
of the bankruptcy proceedings insti- 
tuted against John H. Tennent, presi- 
dent of the defunct Tennent She Co., 
‘was resumed Tuesday and developed 
the fact that the merchant's credit at 
several banks was of the best, his per- 
sonal paper being accepted as sufficient 
Security for any loans he or his firm 
might negotiate. These loans went as 
high as $250,000 from one financial insti- 
tution alone. 

‘The evidence adduced showed that 
Mr. Tennent was held in such esteem 
by the bankers, and his integrity was 
#o régarded that the cashier of the Ger- 
man Savings Institution, once returned 
pérsonally a block of preferred stock 
of the Tennent firm, which the presi- 
Gént of that concern had left as collat- 
eral for a large loan, considering Mr. 
Tennent's personal indorsement suffi- 
lent.

Bids for the permanent annual con- 
tract for doing the city printing, for 
which the St. Louis Republic now has 
a temporary contract, were opened at 
noon Tuesday by City Register Regan. 
There were but three bidders—the 
eres Republic and Globe- 
Democrat. 

The bids were as follows: 
Post-Dispatch 16 cents per line 
Globe-Democrat 6 cents per line 
EEE cise dpe ewipmnes 7.74 cents per line 

Last year’s printing was 328,000 lines, 
representing approximately $7000. The 
estimate for this year is 30,000 lines. 

Under the recent ruling of the Circuit 
Court only four papers could qualify as 
eligible to bid, the Post-Dispatch, the 
Globe-Democrat; Republic and Star- 
Chronicle. Three were represented in 
the bidding, and the prices were a great 
surprise not only to the authorities but 
to the newspaper men themselves, as a 
bid is supposed to represent a publish- 
er’s own valuation of his advertising 
space. 

City Register Regan did not award 
the contract at once, nor did he say 
what he would do. Under the law the 
contract is given to the lowest bidder 
on the approval ‘of the Council. The 
Council has adjourned to Sept. 7. °°

Pools, trusts, etc., defined— 
penalty.—Any corporation organized under the laws of this or any other 
State or country for transacting or conducting any kind of business in 
this State, or which does transact or conduct any kind of business in this 
State, or any partnership or individual or other association of persons 
whatsoever, wiio shall create, enter into, become a member of or a party 

to any pool, trust, agreement, combination, confederation or understand- 
ing with any other corporation, partnership, individual or any other per-

they arranged her tulle veil, her rose 
wreath and the folds of her sheer, 
white gown just as world fingers so 
often do. 

Her bridemaid took her to the front 
pew, which was hung with white rib- 
bon, ahd for the last time she took her 
place in that part .of Athe Carmelite 
chapel which is for those .of the world. 
No one of hér blood was with her,. be- 
cause of her distance:from home. 

For you who have never entered there 
let me say’ that the sisters of Mount 
Carmel, with the exception ofthe two 
that are known as out sisters, always 
sit in that part of the chapel which is 
back of the altar. 

It is separated from the sanctuary and 
the rest of the chapel by doorless grat- 
ing in which is one little window, 
through whieh the sisters receive com, 
munion.

BEATTYVILLE, Ky:, July  17.—The 
jury in the Hargis-Callahan trial re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty after be- 
ing out 22 minutes. The case was out 
of the most desperately fought battles 
in a Kentucky court for years. 
The men were charged with the mur- 
der of J. B. Marcum. 
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OF A BITTER FEUD. 
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James B. Marcum was a reputable at- 
torney serving as United States Com- 
missioner. He had been under threat of 
assassination for several months as a 
result of what is known of the Hargis- 
Cockrill feud. Qne of: his friends was 
killed a few months before by a shot 
fired.from the Courthouse. Another 
friend,.Dr. B. D. Cox, was called from 
his office one night the same spring, 


1905, and shot as he stepped on the 
porch. 

From that night Marcum knew that 
he was a marked man, and after his 
death a remarkable diary was found 
among his effects. From day to day he 
had recorded his impressions as he was 
waiting for the death shot. But his in- 
domitable courage would not let him 
run away. His death came but a few 
weeks later, in May. He was shot to 
death from behind in the Jackson 
Courthouse. Curtis Jett and Tom White 
were convicted and given life terms for 
the murder. It was charged that they 
were the tools of Ed Callahan, Hargis 
and others. Jett, after his conviction, 
confessed that he shot Marcum and that: 
his act was inspired by Callahan and 
Hargis. On the witness stand, however 
he repudiated the confession and said 
he alone was responsible. The acquittal 
followed largely on this repudiation. 

But Marcum left behind him a widow 
who has vroved the nemesis of the 
Hargis: faction. She brought suit 
against Hargis and Callahan for dam- 
ages in depriving, her of her husband. 
A jury gave her a verdict which carried

MAPS TO SHOW THE NEED 


Baths Commissioners to Agree 
Soon on Permanent 
Plans. 


New parks and public squares are to 
relieve St. Louis’ crowded sections soon, 
if the plans of Park Commissioner Aull 
and the St. Louis Public Baths Com- 
mission, which was authorized by the 
City Council to consult with Mr. Aull, 
can be successfully carried out. By the 
pond issue election $670,000 was provided 
for these things, but this sum cannot 
be expended without the full approval 
of the Park Commissioner. He is di- 
rected, however, to consult with the 
baths commissioners, who have in their 
recent report made many suggestions 
for parks and recreation spots for the 
tenement-house districts. 

The baths commissioners are: E. 
S. Wilson, E. J. Russell, Arthur B. 


Shipley, Dwight F. Davis and Hugh 
McKittrick. E. Wilson, the only 
member of the commission in  58t. 
Louis now, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

“Under the recent ordinance, I un- 
derstand the function of the Public 
Baths Commission with regard to the 
proposed new parks to be rely ad- 
Visory. This matter of ply grounds 
and public squares for the o¥er-popu- 
lated districts has been much dis- 
cussed of late and something will be 
done soon. The only question is what 
particular places in the densely 
crowded districts are entitled to 
parks first. 

“A plan has been considered by the 
members of the Baths Commission 
which will be unique if carried out. 
In the last report of the commission 
there is a colored map of St. Louis 
showing the most ‘densely crowded 
districts from Grand: avenue to the 
river. Those. sections where the pop- 
ulation exceeds 300 to the acre are 
colored black. Now, it has been pro- 
posed to make a map showing the 
Places where crimes are most numer- 
Ous and color the sections showing 
the hiehest totals black. Another 
map similarly arranged showing the 
death rate of the city would then be 
drawn. 

“Now the plan for parks is simply 
this: Wherever a district is found col- 
ored black on all three maps it must 
have a park at once. In this way the 
pressing and immediate needs of the city 
“in more breathing space could be 
me 

“This scheme is purely tentative. Ac- 
tion will be taken as soon as possible. 
At present the members of the Public 
Baths Commission are away from the 
city, some in Europe and others in the 
East un business."’

A QUESTION OF POLITICAL DECENCY. 

There is a pressing invitation to serious thought 
in the telegram from Lexington, Ky., announcing 
that “H. M. Childs, trainer for Senator Joseph W. 
Bailey of Texas, will take his racing stable to Cleve- 
land within the next teh days to prepare for the 
opening of the grand circuit racing at that place.” 

When the grand circuit races open, this racing 
stable, owned by a United States Senator, will be 
used as part of the machinery of a system of inter- 
state gambling, which is now one of the worst evils 
of American politics. 

When télegrams on Senator Bailey’s horses give 
opportunities for gambling in scores of American 
cities, embezzlements and suicides follow from time 
to time. This has been the case in the past in St. 
Louis as a result of gambling on similar telegrams. 
It has been so in other cities. 

The immediate question, however, is not of morals, 
“Puritanical” or otherwise. It is of’ politics. As 
politics, it concerns Texas as closely as it does St. 
Louis. 

In St. Louis, as in other cities, the interstate sys- 
tem of gambling by telegraph on horseracing com- 
bines with the interstate system of bucket-shop 
gambling to control the city politically. They unite 
with everything vicious in politics, from the keep- 
ers of the lowest resorts to millionaire “grafters” 
and monopolies which corrupt legislation. In the 
past in St, Louis they have operated at the polls 
with club and revolver to browbeat, protest and to 
drive back the opponents of graft and boodling. They 
have operated thus in St. Louis against policies in 
Congress in which Senator Bailey was representing 
the people of Texas. 

Senator Bailey has a mind of more than ordinary 
power. If he will focus it on this situation, he will 
probably see that his first duty now as Senator from 
Texas is to clear himself completely from such as- 
sociations. 
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In prohibition districts men have been known to 
drink wood alcohol with relish. In St. Louis County 
they imbibe a drink known as “split,” which looks 
like ginger ale, tastes like hair-oil, and is said to 
contain whisky, but no affidavit is attached. 
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JUDGE BREWER’S FRANK SPEECH. 

Justice Brewer is noted for plain speaking, but 
he was never so plain as in his Texarkana address. 
As a revelation of the judicial mind on disputed 
questions. the ecomment.on colonial policies is espe- 
cially striking. ‘ 
“All are agreed,” said Justice Brewer, “that the 
national Government has power to acquire terri- 
tory and also to lay down the lines of government 
for the same, but I do not believe that the framers 
of the Constitution, after a war of seven years to,get 
from under a colonial yoke, meant to confer pow- 
er on the Government to secure colonies and govern 
them as conquered provinces, without allowing them 
an equal voice in government.” 

The argument from intent and from historical 
probability could not be more clearly or cleverly 
stated. What Judge Brewer thinks of colonialism in 
law and as a political policy seems to be plainly re- 
vealed in these few words. 

But there is good reason to believe that Judge 
Brewer’s opinions are shared by a majority of 
thinking Americans at this day. Eight years ago, 
when we took the plunge into philanthropy and 5 
per cent, many were swept off their feet by the sanc- 
timonious rhetoric about destiny and duty and be- 
nevolent assimilation. But we have sobered up since 
those perfervid days and even the most enthusiastic 
supporters of a “crown colony” policy begin to doubt 
both the morality and the political expediency of 
such a scheme, to say nothing of its constitutional 
warrant. 

Public conviction is a plant of slow growth, but it 
grows. When men like Judge Brewer, who never 
talk at random, express themselves without reserve 
on such a question, we may hope that they utter the 
sound sentiment and profound moral conviction of 
the country. At any rate, there is evidence enough 
that his judgment is in harmony with the movement 
of political thought. We may expect, even from 
the Republican’ party, a radical alteration in the 
policy fastened upon the country by Mark Hanna 
and William McKinley.
